NJ He Lords and Commons afſembledin Parliament 
gh taking into their ſerious conſiderations, the grear 
TY 17-99 oppreſhons under which the Inhabitants of the 
LEV) Countie of Salop have long ſuffered by reaſon of 
" unſupportabletaxes,and unſufferableoutrages,and 
plunderings of the forces raiſed againſt the Parliament, to the 
ercat diſtraRion arid almoſt ryine of the well-affeed of that 
Countie; And the preſent condition of that Countie by reaſon 
of the great number of Iriſh Rebels, that have invaded it, and 
joyned with Papiſts, and other ill-affteted perſons now in 
Arms inthoſe parts,and the parrs adjacent,doth threaten the ex- 
tirpation of thetrue Proteſtant Religion, and the ſubverſion of 
the fundamental Lawes and Goveroment of the Kingdome ; 
For prevention whereof, and for the payment of ſuch forces 
as are there already raifed, and for the raiftng of others, and re- 
ducing it to the obedience of the Parliament; In regardthe: 
Countrey is impoveriſhed, and the Gent. of that Coumie thar 
have raiſed at their owne charges ſeveralt forces of foot and 
horſe now inthe ſervice ofthar Countie,arenot ableany longer 
to undergoe ſo cxceſſivea charge. It is therefore ordered and 
ordained by the ſaid Lords and Commons; That the Commiz-. 
tee for the County of Salopappoimed by Ordinance of Parlia-

ment ofthetenth of April, oy 3-or any three of them ſhall haye 
full powerand authorric, and.are hereby authoriſcd to! pur in 
cffeAuallcxccution withinthe ſaid Counticot Salop,all the ſe- 
verall Ordinances ofthis Parliament hereafter mentioned. The 
Ordinance for Sequeſtrartion of - Papiſts. and -Delinquents 
Eſtates, the Ordinance for Levying of money by way of Ex- 
cize, or New Impoſt, the Ordinance 'for raifing of monies by 
taxing ſuch as have not at all contributed, or not according to 
their Eſtates; The Ordinance for the weckly aſleflement, And 
all other Ordinances made this preſent Parliamear for the ad- 
. Vance of monies in the ſeveral! Countics of the Kingdome; but 
never could be pur in execution in the Countie of Salop, in re- 
gard ir hath been, and is under the command of the Kings for- 
ccs; And thartthe ſaid Committee or any three of them ſhall 
have power.,and authoritic tonominate and appoint all officers 
that ſhall be neceſſarie for the {pecedie execution of the faid 
Ordinances,and to Adminiſter ſuch Oaths, and give ſuch al- 
 Jowance untothe ſeverall officers, and perſons1mployed in the 
exccutionthereof,as by the true meaning of the {aid Ordinan- 
ecsarc appointed, and alſote callto accomptall ſuch perſons 
ofthat Countie as have or ſhall receive any monies by Autho- 
ricie of Parliament,and the ſame and all other monics raiſcd by 
yertue of the ſaid Ordinances, to take and-receive for the main- 
tenance of ſuch forces, as the ſaid Committee ſhall raiſe for the 
ſervice ofthe ſaid Countie,(faving unto the Commiſſioners for 
the Excize power and authoritie to nominate and appoint the 
officers for the Exciſe in the ſaid Countie, according to a late 
Otrdinanceof Parliament in that caſe proyided ; And for the 
more ſpeedie raiſing of monies for the preſent neceſlary ſervice 
of that Countic ; It is further orderedaad ordained by the ſaid 
Lords and Commons, That the perſonall eſtates of all Papiſts 
and Delinquents of that Countie, as have been, are or ſhall be 
aRive inthisunnaturall warre againſt the Parliament, mtr

they.(hall diſcaverany thathave not been before ſequeſtred, but = 


bythem diſcovered; And rhe ſame to improve,reccive,andrake 
for che ſervice of the ſaid County,and give receiprs for the ſaid 
monies;debts,and goods, which {hall be a ſufficient diſcharge 
unco ſuch'perſon of perſons from whom the ſame ſhall be had 
or received; And it is further ordered and ordained, that if any 
perſon ſhall conceale the Armes, plate, goods, lewels,debts,or 
p<crſonall eſtae, of any ſuch Papiſts or Delinquents - of that 
County and ſhall not dilcover the fame,and unto whom he de- 
livercd it (ifhe be thereunto required)to the ſaid Committee or 
any three of themyif afterwards the ſaid Committee doe diſco- 
ver that ſuch perſon or perſons did voluntarily conceale any 
ſuch goods,ot was privie to ſuch concealment, he ſhalbe there- 
fore deemed,and raken as a Maligrant,and ſhal forfeitrreble the 
value therof,and thar then,and from thenceforth the ſaid Com- 
mictee or any three of them, by them or their Miniſters are 
hereby authoriſed to ſeize, fequeſter,and ſecure, ſo much of the 
monies, goods, plate, Jewels, debts andperſonall cſtarc of ſuch 
perſon or perſons as ſhall amounr to the (aid treble value, and 
the ſame to certific as aforeſaid,andrhe ſame to ſell and diſpoſe 
of forthe ſervice of the ſaid Countie, and the maintenance of 
ſuch forces asare or ſhalbe raiſed by the ſaid Commitree ; And 
all ſach-perſonsthat do owe any monies unto avy ſuch Papiſts, 
Maljgoants ot D-linquents, are hereby required forthwith to 
make payment thereof unto ſuch perſon or perſons as ſhall be 
authorized to recctve the ſame, under the hand of any three of 
the ſaid Conmuree; And it'is further ordered and ordained,

That the Committee hereby particularly named; or any three 
; ofthemſhall bavepower, x, authoritie to fend SOths Gen- 
tlemen and othcrs'of the {aid County, and to vſe:ai}the beft 
' meanes they can to procure them or atty ofthem, to lend,and 
advance Monics, Armes and other proviſions, forthe redocing 
of the ſaid County tothe obedicnce of Parliament ; And ſuch 
Monics as ſhall be lent, toreceive and give ſuch allowance'far 
- the repaymetitthereof, as by aformer Ordinance for Aﬀocia- 
tion of the ſaid County with other Counties is inthat behalfe 
provided,and to diſpoſc of the ſametothe uſe of the ſaid Coun- 
ty: And it is farther ordered and ordained, That ifany perſon 
ſhall or;will adventure, any Monics, Horſcor Armes; orother 
proviſions for warre in the ſervice of the ſaid County, That 
the ſaid Committee, or any three of them, ſhall have” pow. 
er and: auchority' to contra» with ſuch-perſons for ſuch 
reaſonable» profic for his. goods ſo adventured,, as they 
\ cath agree upon, ſo that the ſame doc not excecde- cight 
pounds per cent. And that a note of ſich goods fo adventured 
under the hands ofany three of the ſaid Committee, ſhall be a 
fathciene- authoriey for ſuch perſons to require the ſame with 
the benefic contracted for from the Committce out of the ſe. 
queſtrations of that County, within fix Moneths after the ſame 
"County ſhall be reduced to the obedience of the Parlia- 
_ ment). .-And it is further ordered and ordained, Thar the 
"Committee for the County of Salop, or any five of them, . 
{hall have power and authority to call before them all Mini. 
ſiers and Schoolemaſters within the ſaid County, that are ſcan- 
datousin their lives,or ill affected to the Parliament, or fomen. 
tours of this unnaturall warre, or have deſerted their place of 
reſidence,not being imployed in the ſervice of the Partl——ne .- 
And they fhall have power to ſend for any wirneſſes, and ex- 
amine any complaint or teſtimony againſtthem, upon Oathes 
of ſuch perſons 3s ſhall and may be produced togive evidence 
againſt 
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2gainſt them; And upon ſuch proofes of the aforeſaidicriniss; Y
